two drinking Jars aud cooking utensils 
being usually the only articles to be 
seen. 
T he roofs of these hovels are 
thatched with cornstalks, and for some 
unaccountable reason all the house­ 
hold rubbish is dum ped on the roof! 
For this purpose a ladder may fre­ 
quently lie sin*n reclining against the 
side of the house. From a distance a 
village is apt to look like an immense 
rubbish heap. 
These primitive erec­ 
tions are inhabited solely by tim fella­ 


hin, as Egyptiuu peasants are called.
